Unhappy with treatment 
In ‘friendly’ Sierra Madre 

Recently we arrived in 
town from an extended 
vacation. Because of sud¬ 
den illness in the family 
we planned to stay with 
our son for a few days. 
It was late in the eve¬ 
ning and raining, and we 
wished to postpone until 
the next day the moving 1 
of our Travel Trailer 
from the street. Attempt¬ 
ing to be responsible 
citizens, we called the 
police department, as we 
have done many times 
in the past, to request 
permission to leave the 
trailer on the street for 
the night. We were sur¬ 
prised to learn that we 
could do no such thing 
without risking a ticket. 
We pointed out the late¬ 
ness of the hour, the 
weather conditions, our 
fatigue, but to no avail. 

The reason that we are 
so angered by the rejec¬ 
tion of our request is 
the inconsistency of en¬ 
forcement of the parking 
ordinance. We do not 
know whether this is a 
new ordinance or not, 
but do know that we 
and many others in Sier¬ 
ra Madre have, in the 
past, been allowed to 
leave our trailers on the 
street prior to leaving 
the next day on vacation, 
or for the night upon 
returning late. Whether 
the ordinance is new or 


not, there seems to be a 
great inconsistency in en¬ 
forcing it. We are aware 
of numerous instances in 
town where trailers, both 
horse (which are quite 
unsightly) and travel 
types are allowed to re¬ 
main on the street some¬ 
times for days at a time. 
If an ordinance is to be 
enforced, its enforce¬ 
ment should be consis¬ 
tent.

So • 
strong was their belief, they even hung it • 
over doorways. •

are said to ward off diseases, and are even • 
used as an antidote for some poisons. 0 

However, the Scandinavians are respon- 4 
sible for kissing under the mistletoe. It was • 
customary at Christmas time to bestow a “kiss ! 
of peace.” Generally, as visitors walked into • 
the home of a loved one or friend, they 2 
were greeted at the doorway and kissed • 
under the mistletoe. •

1/8 C orange peel 
1/8 C lemon peel

White helped develop the quality assurance 
program at Methodist Hospital and is its current 
chairman. This is one of the aproximately 50 
committees set up by the nearly 320 members of 
the medical staff at the Arcadia facility.
